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Chicago firefighters have the gear to battle 
blazes in even the most brutal weather

The large and deadly blazes that Chicago firefighters have battled this 
week have posed an additional challenge, courtesy of the city’s coldest 


temperatures in nearly two years: 
Ice—and lots of it. 


Ice can undermine efforts to extinguish flames. It can seal hydrants, 
crack hoses, make stairs and ladders treacherous, and weigh down build- 
ings and firefighters, Deputy Fire Commissioner of Operations John Mc- 


Nicholas said. 


“Things that normally work well in regular, normal, warmer tempera- 
tures, when you start to encase them in ice, you can have [problems],” 


McNicholas said. 


McNicholas and hundreds of Chicago firefighters responded to two 
large blazes this week in subfreezing temperatures, including one high- 


rise apartment fire that left two people dead. 


The department prepares for such frigid firefighting months in ad- 


=e foe | 


ener ceca Fie ea een ttc 


vance. Every fall, the department inspects the city’s fire hydrants to en- 
sure they are working and that any water is removed. But if the hydrant 
is used by others later and improperly shut down, water can remain and 
freeze the hydrant shut, department officials said. 

When that happens, firefighters sometimes thrust a road flare into the 
hydrant to melt any ice. The city also sends a truck that uses pressurized 
steam to thaw frozen hydrants or equipment, Chicago Fire Department 


spokesman Larry Langford said. 


The Fire Department also uses additional engines to scout for working 


hydrants, Langford said. 


Once the hoses are connected, however, firefighters must monitor the 


flow of the water to make sure the hoses and 
engine, which hold up to 500 gallons of water, 
don’t freeze. 

“You have to keep the water flowing,” 
Langford said. “If you shut the hose down too 
long, the water will start to freeze. The hose 
will start to freeze on the ground and you’ve 
got an extremely difficult situation if you’ve 
got a couple of hundred feet of frozen hose ly- 
ing on the street.” 

In the fire that broke out about 8:40 a.m. 
Tuesday in a South Shore condominium 
building, ice wasn’t a big factor because the 
fire mostly was fought inside the building. 
Though the National Weather Service esti- 
mated the temperature hovered around zero, 
very little hose was exposed and the fire was 


contained within an hour, Langford said. 

That was not the case for a fire that en- 
gulfed a large Bridgeport warehouse around 
9 p.m. Tuesday. Since the building was unsta- 
ble, firefighters decided to fight the rare 5-11 
alarm fire from the outside, using a “surround 
and drown” approach, Langford said. 

Although firefighters encountered some 
frozen hydrants, water supply was not diffi- 
cult to establish on Ashland Avenue, allowing 
responders to dump hundreds of thousands of 
gallons of water on the burning building. 

So much water was used, in fact, that a small 
weather system developed over the fire, drop- 
ping light snow on the scene, Langford said. 

Kevin Birk, a meteorologist with the Na- 
tional Weather Service in Romeoville, said 


that such localized weather phenomena are 
possible in the right conditions. 

“When they were throwing the water on 
the fire, it could have caused water vapor to 
go up and form a cloud,” Birk said. “And, since 
it was so cold, it created ice crystals that be- 
come heavy enough to fall as snow.” 

In the 9- to 10-degree weather that eve- 
ning, the water on the ground quickly turned 
to ice, coating the firefighters, hoses, engines, 
ladders and building. 

“It’s safe to say we had about 8 inches of ice 
in the front of the building because there’s 
equipment, a hose that was on the street, that 
was buried by the ice. And then of course the 
building itself probably had a coating of three 
or four inches of ice on it,” McNicholas said. 


“Some described it as a very large ice castle.” 

That much ice can weaken a building, mak- 
ing it even more dangerous for firefighters. At 
the scene Tuesday night, firefighters donned 
their modernized “bunker gear,” including 
bib-height insulated pants and sturdy rubber 
winter boots that provide traction in snow 
and ice. After the fire was brought under con- 
trol, McNicholas said the firefighters rotated 
on approximately 30-minute shifts to con- 
serve energy, seeking refuge in warming buses. 

“When you start getting that much 
ice buildup, we try to tell our guys, ‘Slow 
down,’ ” McNicholas said. 

By Wednesday afternoon, a handful of 
firefighters still were attempting to put out 
flames hidden beneath the frozen rubble. 


The overnight warehouse fire, which 
started about 9 p.m. Tuesday, 
resulted in a 5-11 alarm response of

Building once full of high-end furniture

Ablaze that engulfed a five-story structure in Bridgeport on 
Tuesday night once was the home of the now-defunct Har- 
ris Marcus Group, a company that made expensive lamps 
and furniture. 

The company sold its 3737 S. Ashland Ave. location when 
it went out of business about 10 years ago, said Richard 
Horwood, the company’s former lawyer. 

“This was high-end” furniture, said Rubin Meraz, 54, who 
works at a nearby exporting company. “I’m telling you ... 
they don’t put no junk out there.” 

A company named 3737 Ashland LLC has had ownership 
of the building since 2006, but it has not occupied it, ac- 
cording to public records and people who worked nearby. 


City officials inspected the building on Jan. 5, 2010, and 
initiated a process to have the building demolished, Chi- 
cago Department of Buildings spokeswoman Susan Massel 
said. 

But later that month, the building’s owner registered 
it as vacant property with the city. In March 2011, a Cook 
County Circuit judge issued a permanent injunction that 
the building should not be rented, leased or occupied until 
further notice, Massel said. 

Fire officials said the large fire coupled with the old, 
heavy timber inside the building made the blaze more dif- 
ficult to put out. It took around 200 firefighters about four 
hours to extinguish it, fire department spokesman Larry 
Langford said.

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2 men died after 
rescuing resident

Jameel Johnson didn’t like working in high-rises, his family 
said, always fearing it would be hard to get out in an emer- 
gency. 

But when fire struck Tuesday morning inside a 16-story 
South Shore building where he was installing satellite cable, 
Johnson, 36, didn’t immediately think about his own escape. 
Instead, he and another man, John Fasula, 50, rescued an 
81-year-old woman from her burning seventh-floor condo- 
minium unit. 

The two men placed the woman in an elevator and pressed 
a button to take her down to the lobby. Then they grabbed 
fire extinguishers from the walls of the smoky hallway and 
went back to the apartment to try to put out the blaze. Fire 
officials later found their bodies on the floor outside the 
woman's unit. 

“He died a hero,” David A. Fields Jr., Johnson’s cousin, said 
in between sobs. “They died saving a woman's life.” 

On Wednesday, the families of the fire’s two victims gath- 
ered separately to remember the ones they lost. Relatives of 
both men said they weren’t surprised to hear that they risked 
their lives for someone else. 

“That’s how my brother-in-law was,” said Michelle Kozicki, 
55. “There’s never going to be another one like my brother-in- 
law Johnny [Fasula}. There’s not a bad bone in his body.” 

Fasula, who lived in Bridgeport, was a maintenance manag- 
er for the CTA. At the time of the fire, he was working a side 
job at the building in the 6700 block of South Shore Drive, 
his family said. 

Johnson, of Gary, was working as a private contractor for a 
cable company at the South Shore Drive building, his family 
said. 

It was not clear where the men were when the blaze broke 
out at about 8:40 a.m. in the elderly woman’s unit, authori- 
ties said. They got the panic-stricken woman into an elevator, 
then returned to her apartment with fire extinguishers, au- 
thorities said. She was in critical condition Wednesday. 

Overcome by smoke, both suffered full cardiac arrest and 
collapsed, according to officials. 

Taken to different hospitals, Johnson and Fasula died later 
Tuesday morning of the same cause, carbon monoxide in- 
toxication due to smoke inhalation, according to the Cook 
County Medical Examiner’s office.

Clinton defends Benghazi response 


WASHINGTON Secretary of State Hillary 

Clinton on Wednesday forcefully 
defended her handling of the Sept. 11 attack on 
the US. mission in the Libyan city of Benghazi 
and denied any effort to mislead the American 
people. 

The attack by armed militants that killed 
US. Ambassador Christopher Stevens and 
three other Americans threatens to stain 
Clinton’s legacy as secretary of state and could 
cast a longer shadow should she decide to 
make a White House run in 2016. 

By turns emotional and fierce, Clinton 
choked up at one point in six hours of 
congressional testimony as she spoke of 
comforting the Benghazi victims’ families 
and grew angry when a Republican accused 
the Obama administration of misleading the 


country over whether the attack stemmed 
from a protest. 

“With all due respect, the fact is that we had 
four dead Americans,” Clinton said angrily 
as she testified before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, an appearance delayed 
more than a month because of her ill health. 

“Was it because of a protest, or was it 
because of guys out for a walk one night who 
decided they'd go kill some Americans? What 
difference, at this point, does it make?” she 
said, making chopping motions with her hands 
for emphasis. 

“It is our job to figure out what happened 
and do everything we can to prevent it from 
ever happening again.” 

Clinton cast the Benghazi incident as part 
of a long history of such violence as well as

Ban to be lifted on 
women in combat 


WASHINGTON The US. military will 

formally end its ban on women serv- 
ing in front-line combat roles, officials said 
Wednesday, in a move that could open thou- 
sands of fighting jobs to female service mem- 
bers. 

The move knocks down another societal 
barrier, after the Pentagon scrapped its “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell” ban in 2011 on gays and lesbi- 
ans serving openly in the military. 

The decision by outgoing Defense Secre- 
tary Leon Panetta is expected to be formally 
announced Thursday and comes after 11 years 
of nonstop war that has seen dozens of wom- 
en killed in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

Women have represented about 2 percent 
of the casualties of those wars and some 
12 percent of those deployed for the war ef- 
fort. The unpopular, costly wars often had no 
clearly defined front lines, and where deadly 
guerrilla tactics have included roadside 
bombs that kill and maim indiscriminately. 

The decision overturns a 1994 policy that 
prevents women from serving in small front- 
line combat units.

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Ladley, who finished fifth in snowboard 
superpipe last year, said most of the gravity- 
defying spins and flips performed at the X 
Games to impress the judges basically are the 
same for each competitor. Winning comes 
down to execution. 

“Tt’s about who can do it bigger, more con- 
sistently and with more style,” said Ladley,
